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. SPIRO INVESTIGATION 
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The Discovery 

At about 7 PM, Thursday, November 5th, friends of the Spiro family 
called the Sheriff to check on the welfare of the Spiros. Friends 
had' not seen or heard from Spiro family members since the previous 
Sunday. While awaiting the arrival of the Sheriff, friends walked 
around the Spiro residence and found the doors and windows to be 
locked. They peered through the window shade of Dina Spiro's 
bedroom and saw Dina lying on the bed. They placed a 9-1-1 call 
and firefighters responded. Firefighters forced entry into the 
house and found that Dina was dead. Sheriff's deputies arrived 
shortly thereafter, and located the bodies of Gail, Sara and Adam, 
each in their own bedroom. 

Background 

The Spiro family's last day together was Sunday, November 1. 
Family members appeared to be tending to individual and collective 
affairs and nothing seemed out of the ordinary. 

Ian Spiro was a self-employed "commodities" broker. He worked out 
of an office at home and had engaged extensively in overseas 
business dealings. Gail Spiro was not employed and the children 
attended private schools Monday through Friday. The Spiros were 
British nationals. 

Follow-up Investigation 

Homicide detectives and laboratory personnel were called to the 
scene at about 8 PM, November 5th. Ian Spiro was not present. His 
whereabouts and situation were unknown. Among the possibilities 
^detectives considered were that Ian was away on business; that Ian 
had been abducted; or, that Ian murdered his family. 

Detectives obtained a search warrant to conduct their investigation 
on the Spiro property. They soon concluded that Gail, Sara, Adam 
1 and Dina Spiro were each murdered. The Medical Examiner later 
determined that each victim was shot in the head and that none of 
them suffered further trauma. Adam and Dina Spiro each had a small 
quantity of benadryl in their system. Toxicology results for Gail 
and Sara Spiro were negative. 

There was no sign of forced entry into the house. The house was 
not ransacked and there was no evidence to suggest that a fight had 
occurred. Detectives sought Ian Spiro for questioning. A public 
appeal was made for information concerning Ian's whereabouts. 
Teletypes were sent to law enforcement agencies across the nation 
alerting officers to the situation and our need to locate Ian 
Spiro. 



By midday, Friday, November 6th, rumors were w abundant that Ian 
Spiro and his family had fallen victim to some international 
conspiracy. Though there was no evidence to support those 
allegations, detectives called local intelligence sources and the 
FBI 'to inform them of the incident and to seek any input they may 
be 'able to provide. No allied agency formally entered the 
investigation. 

As a corps of about a dozen detectives and forensic experts 
conducted a painstaking examination of the murder scene, additional 
detectives conducted a concurrent field investigation. They 
interviewed friends and associates of the Spiros and investigated 
a variety of leads. At the same time, evidence technicians 
conducted laboratory studies of key pieces of evidence. 

Among other things, detectives learned that Monday morning, 
November 2, the Spiros ' housekeeper reported for work as usual. 
She encountered Ian Spiro alone in the house. Ian told the woman 
that there was no work for her, that the family was gone and that 
there was a problem. Ian locked the housekeeper out of the house, 
dressed, then drove her home. Spiro's ability to move about, 
apparently at will, diminished the likelihood that he had been 
abducted. Detectives believe that Gail, Sara, Adam and Dina Spiro 
were dead by this time. 

By about 8 PM, Saturday, November 7th, detectives had amassed 
evidence that they and the District Attorney agreed constituted 
probable cause to believe that Ian Spiro had murdered his family. 
A 1 public announcement was made to that effect with an appeal for 
information about Ian Spiro's whereabouts and a. warning for the 
public to make no attempt to apprehend the man. Law enforcement 
teletypes were revised, informing officers that Ian Spiro was now 
subject to arrest. 

Shortly after 3 PM, November 8th, campers in the Coachwhip Canyon 
area of the Anza Borrego State Park found Ian Spiro's body in the 
driver's seat of his Ford Explorer. The vehicle was locked and 
undamaged. A corps of detectives and laboratory personnel broke 
from the Spiro residence to investigate the scene of Ian Spiro's 
death. The Medical Examiner later determined that Ian Spiro had 
ingested a fatal dose of cyanide. There was no trauma to his body 
and no evidence that he had been restrained or otherwise abused. 
In their search of Spiro's vehicle, detectives found several grams 
.of crystalline cyanide. No weapons found, nor was there any 
communication regarding the death of any member of the Spiro 
family . 

Detectives and laboratory personnel concluded their five-day 
examination of the Spiro residence the evening of Tuesday, November 
10th. This crime scene examination proved to be extraordinarily 
complex, in that the overall scene exceeded 4,000 square feet of 
building space and almost two acres of land. Contained within the 
overall scene were four individual murder scenes. 
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'Aumors of international intrigue have continued to surface from 
!| seemingly credible , responsible sources. Although their is still 
no evidence that the Spiro family fell victim to any conspiracy, 

‘ the - rumors are too numerous and too serious to ignore. As a 
result, Sheriff's homicide detectives met with representatives of 
the FBI on Monday, November 16th, and asked that the Bureau 
formally assist in the task of determining if there is. substance to 
any -of the rumors. The FBI agreed to assume a supportive role in 
the investigation. 


Current Status of the Investigation 


Homicide detectives and FBI Agents are working together to learn 
all factors that influenced the fate of the Spiro family. They are 
engaged in the ' process of interviewing various people across the 
United States and abroad. Forensic experts are examining numerous 
items of evidence seized over the course of the investigation to 
date. The FBI laboratory will likely assist with serology, 
ballistic and fingerprint examinations. 


On Saturday, November 14th, a group of more than fifty detectives, 
evidence technicians and reserve volunteers returned to Coachwhip 
Canyon to scour the area for additional evidence. None was found. 

On Tuesday, November 24th, detectives and laboratory personnel 
returned to the Spiro residence to attempt to recreate certain 
aspects of the Spiro murders. Accoustical tests involving gunshots 
were included as part of the recreation. 

Gail, Sara, Adam and Dina Spiro are clearly murder victims. 
Available evidence continues to point to Ian Spiro as the person 
who murdered his family. In that the investigation of this case is 
incomplete, and a number of serious questions remain unanswered, 
detectives have reached no final conclusions in terms of 
culpability. Likewise, they have yet to conclude whether Ian Spiro 
committed suicide or if he too was a victim. Detectives are 
conducting their investigation as though Ian Spiro was murdered. 

To date, there is no evidence that any member of the Spiro family 
was the victim of a terrorist act, organized crime, or any other 
conspiracy. Nevertheless, investigators are attempting to locate 
-any and all evidence that may exist.

■’ Dissemination of Information 

Detectives have publicly released the basic facts and nature of the 
investigation they are conducting. They have opted not to release 
specific details of the crime scenes, evidence seized, or their 
investigative tactics. This decision is based upon the belief that 
premature release of such information will have a detrimental 
affect upon investigative efforts to solve the Spiro murders. 
Most, if not all of the information withheld by detectives, has 
been available only to the killer and the case investigators. The 
public interest served by the release of such critical information 
is outweighed by the public safety interest served by withholding 
the information. 

Detectives have refused to support speculation as to specifically 
what resulted in the deaths of Gail, Sara, Adam, Dina and Ian 
Spiro. To date, even the detectives who have been intimately 
involved in the investigation do not have the answers to 
a number of serious questions. They are reserving their opinions 
pending completion of their investigation, and complete analysis of 
all information and evidence. Opinions and speculation are not 
evidence. Sound conclusions are not founded on the basis of first 
impressions and incomplete information.
